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State's SRB Process Could Begin August 2

As early as August 2, 1999, the 
Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) could announce that it 
has deemed a permit application for the 
construction and operation of an above- 
ground hazardous-waste treatment, 
storage, and disposal facility on Citrin 
Drive in Romulus "technically complete,” 
and initiate the next step in a process 
that mandates another year of delibera- 
tion before DEQ Director Russell 
Harding can hand down a final decision 
on the proposed Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems, Inc. (EDS), project. 

"We have already notified EDS 
about the deficiencies that have been 
identified inthe permit application,” said 


~ Steve Sliver of the DEQ's Waste Man- 


agement Division. "If the company is 

able to address those deficiencies to 

our Satisfaction, we could make our 
decisionto begin the Site Review Board 

[SRB] process as early as August 2.” 

According to Sliver, an SRB is a 
panel of technically proficient people 
who make a thorough review of a par- 
ticular facility proposal, then pass on 
their recommendation for its approval 
or denial to the Director of the DEQ. 

According to Michigan law, each SRB 

must be composed of the following: 

* onenonvoting chairman (mustbe an 
attorney who has experience incon- 
ducting formal meetings in which 
sworn testimony is given) — to be 
appointed by the governor; 


one geologist (must be a faculty 
member at one of the state's institu- 
tions of higher learning) —to be cho- 
sen from a pool of possible SRB 
members that has been established 
by the governor; 

* one chemical engineer (must be a 
faculty member at one of the state's 
institutions of higher learning) — 
be chosen from a pool of possible 
SRB members that has been estab- 
lished by the governor; 

* one toxicologist (must be a faculty 
member at one of the state's institu- 
tions of higher learning) — to be cho- 
sen from a pool of possible SRB 
members that has been established 
by the governor; 

* one representative from a manu- 
facturing industry — to be chosen 
from a pool of possible SRB mem- 
bers that has been established by 
the governor; 

* tworepresentatives of the public—to 
be chosen from a pool of possible 
SRB members that has been estab- 
lished by the governor; 

* one representative of a municipality 
(must be associated with the same 
type of municipality or municipal 
association as the one in which the 
proposed facility is to be located) — 
to be chosen from a pool of possible 
SRB members that has been estab- 
lished by the governor; 

* one representative of the municipal- 
ity in which the proposed facility 


would be located (no residency 
requirement) — to x appointed by 
the municipality's legislative body 
(which, in Romulus, would be the 
City Council); and 
* one representative of the county in 
which the proposed facility would be 
located (must be a resident of the 
county) — to be appointed by the 
county's Board of Commissioners. 
If, by August 2, the DEQ informs the 
City and County of the need to appoint 
representatives to the SRB, the Board 
would be impaneled by mid September, 
and would hold its first public meeting 
by October 16; its first public hearing by 
November 30. From mid December, 
1999, to midApril, 2000, the SRB would 
deliberate in aseries of open meetings, 
then make its recommendation to the 
DEQ. Finally, the DEQ would host a 
public hearing on its decision regarding © 
the permit as early as May, 2000. — 
Editor's note: Much of the informa- 
tion contained in the article above is

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City, County Urged To Keep Politics Out Of SRB Appointments

In a matter of days — as early as 
August 2, in fact —the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality (DEQ) 
could decide that an application for a 
permit to construct and operate a haz- 
ardous-waste treatment, storage, and 
disposal facility on Citrin Drive in Romu- 
lus is "technically complete," and im- 
panel a Site Review Board (SRB) to 
further evaluate the project that has 
been proposed by Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems, Inc. (EDS). If that oc- 
curs, the DEQ will instruct the City of 
Romulus and the County of Wayne to 
appoint one representative eachtoserve 
on the Board (see the article on page 1 
for a description of the SRB process). 

We hope that the Romulus City 
Council and the Wayne County Board 
of Commissioners will choose their ap- 
pointees wisely. 

We all need to face the fact that 
Romulus could be the home of an EDS 
waste facility in the not-too-distant fu- 
ture. Despite the grindingly slow pace of 
bureaucracy and additional delays 
caused by legal wrangling, the permit- 
ting process has finally arrived at its 
penultimate step: the SRB evaluation. 
Since the Board's deliberations repre- 
sent the last meaningful opportunity 
that the State gives its citizens to affect 
the decision-making process, we need 
to make the most of it. 

One way that our local and county 
governments can help us do that is by 
appointing SRB representatives who 
are knowledgeable, impartial, indepen- 
dent, and possessed of cool heads and 
good negotiating skills — not dema- 
gogues who are more interested in fur- 
thering their political careers than the 
interests of the people they represent. 

The legislators who created our 
state's currentwaste-managementlaws 
were realists; they understood that 
waste-related projects are almost al- 
ways controversial. If siting decisions 
were left up to each municipality, the 
NIMBY (not in my back yard) philoso- 
phy would prevail everywhere, and no- 
where would there be adequate facili- 
ties to deal withthe stupendous amount 
of wastes that are generated by indus- 
try, smallbusiness, andordinary people. 
That's why those legislators did their 
best to devise a system that gives local 
citizens ample opportunity to express 
legitimate concerns and have those 
concerns addressed, but takes the final 


decision-making process out of the 
hands of local politicians who may, in 


the interests of reelection, be tempted 
to bow to the pressures of a sometimes 
alarmist and misinformed public, instead 
of judging each proposal on its true 
merits or faults. 

We think that the City and the County 
should follow the State's example, and 
make sure that politics has no place in 
a process that will ultimately impact our 
entire community. We want to be repre- 
sented by people who will fight tooth- 
and-nail to secure every possible miti- 
gation measure; compensation agree- 
ment, and incentive offer for our city — 
not by those who would waste our last 
opportunity for making the best of a 
probably inevitable situation by unilat- 
erally opposing the project and refusing 
to negotiate at all. 

For those of you who don't give 
much credence to our views on this 
subject, I'd like to acquaint you with the 
opinions of two other people who are 
much more qualified to evaluate the 
SRB process than we are. Paul and 
Alice Tomboulian—co-writers of an East 
Michigan Environmental Action Council 
(EMEAC) bulletin called "Hazardous 
Waste Siting Response: Action Guide 


for Michigan Citizens and Local Gov- 


ernments" — have long experience in 
the siting of hazardous-waste facilities. 
Paul, the Director of Environmental 
Health Programs at Oakland Univer- 
sity, has served on both acitizens' com- 
mittee and an SRB. Alice, a former 
State legislator who sponsored Act 64 
(the Michigan Hazardous Waste Man- 
agement Act), has worked extensively 
as an environmental policy consultant. 

The Tomboulians' "Action Guide" 
contains a wealth of information about 
practical, effective strategies that mu- 
nicipalities can employ to secure the 
health and safety of their citizens by 
usingthe SRB system instead of reject- 
ing it altogether. Again and again, the 
publication stresses the importance of 
negotiating the strongest possible fall- 
back position in case efforts to oppose 
a project prove ultimately unsuccessful. 
_ "Since it is possible that the facility 
will be built, the community should view 
the formal negotiations as a way to gain 
maximum benefits," itstates, elsewhere 
adding, "Due to strong local feelings of 
opposition, some local governments and 
citizens’ groups may feel reluctant to 
become organized and initiate a re- 
sponse program. They may view any 
participation as an acknowledgment and 
acceptance of the proposal. But since 
the community does not have veto 


power, this reluctance does not protect 
the community's interests . . . lf acom- 
munity has taken a strong adversanal 
position with an applicant in public, it 
may not be eager to negotiate the terms 
of a settlement because of its fear that 
such an agreement would signal the 
acceptance of the facility. Community 
representatives may want to publicly 
Clarify that their actions do not signify 
acceptance of the proposal." 

The "Action Guide" also urges citi- 
zens to make the most of their opportu- 
nity before the SRB by presenting justi- 
fiable concerns in an organized, con- 
cise format; providing documentation 
whenever possible; and limiting their 
remarks to relevant issues. 

"The SRB knows that hazardous 
waste facilities are unpopular, so it is 
not agood use of time to simply say that 
you are opposed,” the authors warn. 
"[Instead] It is very helpful to the Board 
if the citizens can suggest specific 
changes related to their concerns.” 
Later, they continue, "... citizens should 


tell the Board their concerns about a 
proposed facility, along with factual in- 
formation. They should insist that the 
SRB develop the required permit stipu- 
lations to address their concerns. Priori- 
tizing issues is helpful in presenting 
local concerns to the SRB, since the 
Board has only limited time. If the public 
uses a'scattergun’ approach and brings 
random or inappropriate issues to the 
SRB, then there will not be enoughtime 
to address the more significant issues.” 

Finally, the EMEAC's "Action Guide" 
Suggests that potential SRB appoin- 
tees should”. .. be able to make inde- 
pendent objective decisions; know the 
findings of [any existing citizens’ infor- 
mation committees]; understand the 
local community; be able to understand 
technical information; have time for 
meetings and study.” 

We hope that our city councilmen 
and county commissioners will heed 
the Tomboulians' words of wisdom if/ 
when the time comes to make their SRB 
appointments. O
